Wark has stopped on one  of the
45.000-ton battle eruisers, the United
States, in course of byllding at the
yard, Only o small gang of men, com-
paratively, i8 nt work on the com-
panion battle erulser, the Constitution,
These two great ships, the pride of the
new navy, are abont 11 per cent com-
pleted,

To make it possihle to build  these
powerful ernft, millions of dollars have
been spent in mnking the Philadelphia
Navy Yard one of the finest shipbuild-
ing yards on either the Enstern or the
Western coast.

Captain Lonis MeCoy Nulton, com-
mandant of the nnvy vard, returned to
duty at the yard today after n visit
vesterday tn Washington, where he
went to disenss with his superiors the
ceonomy  program’ which has been put
in effect everywhoere,

Economy Now In Foree

Captain Nulton, asked to express his
views on the situation, admitted that
economies had been put inte practice.
He could not estimate how mony men
would be Inid off beeanse of the cur-
tailment of the word's allotment of
funds«. He eonfirmed the report that n
number already are off the rolls.

It nppenrs that a further reduction
of the yard's personnel is inevitable,'
said the commandant. *“Just how many
it is difficult to say, since we are not
yvot informed of the amount of the
vard approprintion alloeated to Phija-
delphia,

“A careful survey of the situation is
now heing made, with the desire to re-
tain a& many men in their positions as
posgible,  Fvery effort in this direction
will be made,**

Bert Crowley, president of the Nayy
Yard Welfare Association, the workers
organization, who keeps in close touch
with every wvarintion of labor econdj-
tions at the yard, estimated that 500
employes already have been laid off,

“I am afraid that is uot the worst
cither,"" waid Mr. Crowley. *“‘1 a
afraid we have not yet reached the end,
I am looking for further reductions of
1000 to l.'iﬂg men, We are not nfraid
of wage reductions so much as of the
men's  loss of their poritlons, The
workers are dolng cversthing In their
power to promote officiency and ocone
omy, o that the approprintion can be
made go as far ns possible. '

Strive for EfMiciency

The men have a powerful organizn-
tlon fully in sympnthy  with the of-
ficors of the yard. The workers renlize
that it Is to their own interests to keep
up the efficiency standord and reduce
overhead expense and wastage a8 much
ns porsible,

The economy program at the Philn-

delphin ward inecludes a reorganization
of the whole great plaot, employing
muny thousands of men., There are two
clagses of yards, one opeeated as a
whaole, just as private shipvards are:
the ather opernted in divisions, ench ane
with its own efomplete executive anil
ecleeleal  organization,  The Thiladel -
phin Navy Yard in the past has been a
diviston yard. It ix being ehanged ver
to n single-unit vard, Captain W, 1%
Robert s the yvarl fodustrial manager.

Thus far two of the blggest diviglons
at the vard. the hull and machinery
divigions, have been gmalgnmnted, Most
of the warkers thus far dismibssed have
been employves of these two divislons.
